PRINCE George and Prin- 
cess Charlotte will be at 
the Queen’s funeral today 
their chance to say 
goodbye to the woman 
they called “Gan-Gan”. 


Their late inclusion is 
believed to be the idea of 
parents William and Kate who 
believe it is important they 
attend the historic occasion. 

George, nine, and Charlotte, 
seven, will be the youngest mourn- 
ers at their great-grandmother’s 
state funeral in Westminster Abbey. 

They will walk behind their 
parents — and in front of Harry 
and Meghan — as they follow the 
Queen’s coffin inside. 

New details of the ceremony — 
which will be watched by four 
billion people worldwide — were 
released last night, along with a 
never-before-seen photograph of the 
smiling Queen. 

Before the service, a tenor bell 
will be tolled every 60 seconds for 
96 minutes — the number of years 
the Queen lived. The coffin will be 
borne on a Gun_ Carriage 
hauled by Navy sailors from 
Westminster Hall, where it will 
leave at 10.44am after Lying-in- 
State there for four days. 

The procession will be led by 
King Charles and Camilla, 
Queen Consort, and followed by 
senior royals. 

It will arrive at Westminster 
Abbey’s west gate at 10.52. 

A bearer party will carry the 
coffin into the Abbey — which 
was also the venue for the 
Queen’s wedding in 1947 and 
her coronation six years later. 

An 84-strong procession will 
then follow the coffin inside, 
including flag-bearers, pallbear- 
ers, religious leaders and 18 
members of the Queen's family. 

The King and Queen Consort 
will walk directly behind the 
coffin. They will be followed by 
Princess Anne, her husband Vice 
Admiral Sir Tim Laurence, 
Prince Andrew, and the Earl 
and Countess of Wessex. 

Other members of the family 
who were not in _ the first 
procession — including George 
and Charlotte — will then join at 
the door of the Abbey. 

Charlotte will walk in behind 
her mum_ and in front of 
Meghan. On _ Charlotte’s_ right- 
hand side will be George who 
will be behind his dad and 
ahead of his uncle Harry. 

A late decision was made to 
include George and _ Charlotte, 
who attended hand-in-hand with 
their parents at the thanksgiving 
service for Prince Philip in March. 

Their names appear in the order 
of service which The Sun reprints 
today so readers can follow the 
historic service from home. 

They are also expected to attend 
the committal service at St George’s 
Chapel in Windsor Castle at 4pm 
today, but had not yet been named 
on the order released last night. 

Their younger brother Louis, four, 
will not be at either service. 

The entire funeral ceremony will 
be screened live on television to an 
estimated worldwide audience of 
four billion people. 

The 2,000 mourners inside 
include heads of state, foreign roy- 
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als and nearly 200 key workers and 
volunteers. They have been asked 
not to take photos or videos while 
a new relaxed dress code allows 
women to wear trouser suits. 

Those serving in the Armed For- 
ces are required to wear ceremonial 
uniform, with mourning bands, but 
must not bring their swords. 

Prince Harry and Prince Andrew 
cannot wear military uniform after 
being stripped of their titles. 

The service is due to start at 


It will be conducted by The 
Very Reverend David Hoyle, Dean 
of Westminster. 

He will tell those gathered of the 
Queen: “With gratitude we remem- 
ber her unswerving commitment to 
a high calling over so many years 
as Queen and Head of the 
Commonwealth. 

“With admiration we recall her 
life-long sense of duty and dedica- 
tion to her people. With thanks- 
giving we praise God for her 


constant example of Christian faith 
and devotion. With affection we 
recall her love for her family and 
her commitment to the causes she 
held dear.” 

A specially commissioned choral 
piece called “Like as the Hart” — 
inspired by the Queen’s Christian 
faith — will be performed before 
PM Liz Truss gives a reading. 

That will be followed by the 
hymn The Lord is my Shepherd 
which was sung at the Queen’s 
wedding to Prince Philip in 1947. 

At 11.55am, the Last Post will be 
sounded by State Trumpeters, fol- 
lowed by a _ two-minute silence 
across the UK. God Save The King 
will be sung before a _ lament, 


played by the Queen's Piper, brings 
the service to an end at 12pm. The 
funeral procession will then make 
its slow and sombre way through 
London past thousands of grieving 
well-wishers at Buckingham Palace 
and on to Wellington Arch. 

Last night a never-before-seen 
photograph of the smiling Queen 
was released by her family on the 
eve of her funeral. 

She is seen wearing her Aqua- 
marine Clip Brooches, a gift on her 
18th birthday from her father King 
George VI. It was taken in May for 
a collection to mark her Platinum 
Jubilee celebrations for serving 70 
years on the throne.

KING Charles Ill yesterday 
thanked the nation for its

The King, 73, has_ travelled 
more than 2,000 miles in the 
past week to meet crowds of 
well-wishers. 

And he has carried out at least 54 
engagements since his mother’s death 
eleven days ago. 

In a statement released last night 
the King said he and Queen Consort

On Friday, The King was joined by 
his three siblings for a silent vigil 
beside their mother’s coffin at 
Westminster Hall.

JOE Biden lays a hand across his 
heart yesterday as he bids a 
sombre farewell to the Queen at 


Westminster Hall. 

The US President’s poignant gesture 
came as he paused for reflection with 
First Lady Jill by his side on a day 
that world leaders flocked to London 
to pay their last respects. 

Mr Biden, 79, stood solemn vigil above 
the monarch’s coffin for several minutes 
after arriving just before 5pm in_ his 
military-grade, armoured Cadillac — known 
as “the Beast” — as part of a 16-car convoy. 

Watched by Secret Service agents, he 
climbed a small flight of steps to a plat- 
form overlooking the catafalque. The devout 
Catholic then crossed himself as the crowd 
of mourners continued to file past below. 

He also signed a book of condolence for 
Her Majesty at the city’s Lancaster House, 
where he said in tribute: “To the people of 
the United Kingdom, our hearts go out to 
you. The world is better for her.” 

Mr Biden was the 14th President of the 
Queen’s 70-year reign — with only Lyndon 
B Johnson missing out on meeting her. 

He is believed to be the first US leader in 
more than 100 years to attend a British state 
funeral. No president was at Sir Winston 
Churchill's in 1965 or George VI’s in 1952. 

And they are not believed to have been 
present for the state funerals of George V, 
Edward VII or Queen Victoria, with special 
representatives attending instead. 

French President Emmanuel Macron and 
his wife Brigitte — both wearing sunglasses 
and designer black trainers — 
also paid their respects to the 
Queen yesterday. 

They arrived with security 
shortly after 4pm. 

Among other heads. of 
state to join the mourning 
were King Felipe and Queen 
Letizia of Spain. °

Ms Zelenska, 44 — 
wife of President Volodymyr Zelensky — 
bowed her head as she stood before the 
coffin. She was accompanied by three 
members of a Ukrainian delegation. 

Singapore’s President, Halimah Yacob, 
and Irish President Michael D Higgins, also 
turned out to pay tribute. 

But it was reported that Saudi Arabia’s 
controversial Crown Prince Mohammed Bin 
Salman was no longer expected. 

Some members of the public appeared 
frustrated as world leaders were escorted 
past them and into Westminster Hall. 

By mid-afternoon, rumours had spread 
that the queue would be paused before 
President Biden’s arrival to allow a Secret 
Service security sweep. 

Although officials quickly played down 
the reports, anxiety grew among the crowd 
as they counted down to the moment just 
after dawn today when the Hall’s gates 
would close — allowing the Queen to begin 
her final journey. 

But as darkness fell, still her people 
came. Men, women and children filed past 
the monarch’s coffin, knowing this was 
their final chance to say goodbye. 

Jackie Nowell, 55, of Stafford, had waited 
from 6.15am with her company director 
husband Richard, 57. 

The mum of two said: “It was extraordi- 
narily emotional, to think this was her last 
night with the public. It feels like the end

of her era really is looming — it’s just so 
sad. The enormity of it still hadn’t sunk in. 
She’s been an absolute constant in our life. 

“I shed a tear when she died and 
another by her coffin. As I left I just 
looked back to grab one final glimpse. She 
will forever be in our hearts.” 

By early evening, many of those still 
waiting in the cold feared they might be 
too late to pay their respects — despite 
organisers guaranteeing everyone in the 
queue before it shut would get inside. 

Printer John Thompson, 55, had travelled 
from Belfast to London. He said: “We’ve 
got enough time but I’m worried about 
delays. I hope I make it.” 

Philippine Chartier-Turquetil, 23, from 
Paris but living in London, added: “The 
alerts said the wait is eleven-and-a-half 
hours, but I’m hoping we can get in.” 

Despite the concerns, there was still no 
rush or hint of a surge by the crowds. 

Instead — with impeccable Britishness — 
the huge line held its quiet course as 
the hours slowly ticked by. And as 
mourners from the Commonwealth 
and beyond filed through the hall, 
some bowed their heads, others 
openly wept. Almost all stopped, 
quite still. 

Veteran Royal Green Jacket Rich- 
ard Yelverton, 50, had queued for 15 
hours. The dad, from Redditch, West 
Mids, said: “She was my colonel and 
chief. I had to come and pay my 
respects — I fought for her. 

“I feared they might start closing the 
queue early, so came last night to make 
sure I could get through. 

“I feel at peace now. It was incredibly 
emotional in there, you couldn't help shed 
a tear. I got to know people in the queue. 
We shared corned beef sandwiches.” 

Meanwhile, a row erupted after a 
Chinese delegation was allowed into Parlia- 
ment to visit the Queen’s coffin yesterday — 
despite the Commons’ Beijing ban. 

Vice President Wang Qishan and officials 
were permitted to see the Queen lying in 
state — even though Speaker Lindsay Hoyle 
had barred the Chinese ambassador from 
the Palace of Westminster after five British 
MPs were sanctioned by the regime. 

Sources said because VP Wang _ was 
invited to the funeral, he was also allowed 
to be at the Lying-in-State. 

Former Tory leader Sir Iain Duncan 
Smith, one of those sanctioned by China, 
called it a “sad day” and claimed Mr Hoyle 
had been “leant on” to relax his position — 
which the Speaker strongly denied.

THE queue to see the Queen’s 
coffin closed last night — and 
by the time the last person 
left Westminster Hall a 
6.30am today more _ than 
400,000 _ souls’ will have 


devotedly braved the wait. 

Tens of thousands determined to 
pay their respects to our beloved 
monarch joined the line yesterday 
despite warnings they could be 
there 14 hours, the last handful 
making it with seconds to spare. 

It had all begun at 5pm on Wednes- 
day, although first mourner, Vanessa 
Nanthakumaran, 56, of Harrow, North 
West London, started it off on Monday 
at noon at Lambeth Bridge before the 
official starting point was revealed. 

Yesterday, some 109 hours later, “The 
Queue E2” — which had stretched five 
miles at its longest, with waits of up to 
24 hours — was no more. 

At 10.4lpm, Christine Rogers, 62, and 
daughter Sarah, 28, of Ipswich, Suffolk, 
were the last to join the queue at Tower 
Bridge and be given wristbands, allow- 
ing entry. Christine said: “I can’t believe 
we're the last people through, I wouldn't 
have dreamt of it.” Sarah added: “It 
means a lot to get through the queue.” 

Officials said they had left it open 
“as long as we possibly could” as 
stewards were spotted directing the 
last people into line.

CAMILLA last night recalled 
Her Majesty’s “wonderful 
blue eyes” and smile in a 


touching TV tribute. 

The BBC programme, which 
aired on the eve of the 
Queen’s funeral, was recorded 
over the past three months. 

In a series of interviews, Camilla 
declared: “She has been part of our 
lives forever. I’m 75 now and I 
can’t remember anybody except the 
Queen being there.” 

The new Queen Consort also 
spoke of the monarch’s personality 
and the strains that she faced as a 
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woman in a male-dominated world. 
Camilla — who at the time was 
Duchess of Cornwall — said: “She’s 
got those wonderful blue eyes that 
when she smiles, you know, they 
light up her whole face. I’ll always 
remember that smile, you know, 
that smile is unforgettable.” 

She also said: “It must have been 
so difficult for her being a solitary 
woman, and there weren’t women 
prime ministers or women presi- 
dents, she was the only one. So I 
think she carved her own role. 

“She made a rule that she had 
her private time and her private 


passions and then her public role 
and I think that is very important 
that the diary is planned out so 
you know when you're on duty and 
when you've got to do things. 

“Then when she went up to Scot- 
land, that was the moment where it 
was her enjoyment.” 

Camilla was at Balmoral when 
the Queen died as she was due on 
a royal visit to a cancer hospital. 

In her interviews she added: 
“Although she was probably work- 
ing, you know with her red boxes 
throughout, she could have her 


family to stay, she could do the 
things she loved.” 

The Queen Consort also revealed 
she shared her mother-in-law’s love 
of horse racing. 

Camilla said: “She was able to 
escape to Sandringham. She had 
the stud next door. 

“She could go every day, see her 
foals, work out you know, the next 
meetings for the year. 

“I think she always kept that as, 
you know, her private bit. 

“You wouldn’t dare question her 
or argue with her on how horses 
are bred or how it ran because 
you’d get a very steely blue-eyed 
look back again.”

PRINCE Andrew has paid tribute to 
his “Mummy”, thanking the Queen 
for her “compassion and care”. 

The Duke of York, 62, is the final senior 
royal to issue a _ statement since the 
death of Her Majesty. 

Disgraced Andrew was stripped of his 
military titles and appointments, as well as 
his HRH title, by the Queen nine months 
ago amid a sex abuse scandal. 

Yesterday he insisted it was “an honour 
and privilege” to serve “Mummy, Mother, 
Your Majesty” and signed off by pledging 
allegiance to his elder brother Charles, 
writing “God Save The King”.

RESTING PLACE

THE sight of the Queen 
sitting alone in the empty 
pews beside the coffin of 
her beloved Prince Philip 
moved the world 18 


months ago. 

This afternoon, Her Majesty 
will finally be beside her 
“liege man” in the royal vault, 
when she makes the same 
passage through the _ 1,000- 
year-old quire of St George’s 
Chapel in Windsor Castle. 

Our longest-reigning monarch 
must have felt such sadness since 
the funeral of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, who was far more than her 
husband and consort of 73 years. 

She first encountered the man 
she called “my strength and stay” 
when she was just 13 and he was a 
dashing young naval officer. 

Whether he was sitting by her 
side during windswept parades or 
walking one step behind, he kept 
the vow he had made during the 
Queen’s Coronation at Westminster 
Abbey in June, 1953. 

Kneeling, he put his hands 
between hers and_ declared: 
“I, Philip Duke of Edinburgh, 
do become your liege man of 
life and limb, and of earthly 
worship; and faith and 
truth will I bear unto you, 
to live and die, against all 
manner of folks. So help 
me God.” 

That worship will 
surely last into eternity. 

Philip, who died in 
April last year aged 99, 
awaits her 16ft down in 
the burial chamber 
which is normally hid- 
den by black and white 
diamond-shaped tiles. 

It will be open today 
for the committal when 
the Queen’s oak coffin 
will be gently lowered 
into the tomb. 

After his death, the Queen 
made Windsor Castle her 
main residence so she could 
be near him. Behind the altar 
in the ancient fortress’s chapel is 
a passageway with steps into the 
vault from which the Queen could 
have been closer still. 

The chamber, which contains the 
coffins of 25 royals, will not be the 
final resting place of Queen Eliza- 
beth II and her husband. 

After all the film crews have left 
there will be a private ceremony at 
7.30pm attended by senior royals 
when the couple will be laid to 
rest in the tiny King George VI 
memorial chapel which adjoins the 
main building. 

Her Majesty’s wish was to lay 
side by side with her husband 
there, where her father George VI 
and her mother Elizabeth, The 
Queen Mother, and sister Princess 
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N at St George's for Philip’s funeral f f 
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Margaret are interred. The Queen 
herself commissioned the chapel as 
a burial place for her father, King 
George VI, in 1962. 

In former centuries kings and 
queens of England were buried at 
Westminster Abbey. 

Henry VIII is perhaps the best 
known to be interred at St 
George’s, although the marble slab 
marking his final resting place is 
in the wrong spot. 

Also in the mai chapel are 
George IV and William IV. The 
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grandest of all memorials 
was created by Queen Victo- 
ria for Prince Albert after his 

death in 1861. 

Acting against her husband’s 
wishes in his will, she transformed 
the former Tomb House and Lady 
Chapel into a lavish neo-Gothic 
chapel with stained glass windows 
and costly murals inlaid with 
precious stones and marble. 

Albert himself lies prone, like a 
medieval knight in effigy, with his 
favourite dog, Eos, at his feet. 

In 1862, Albert was moved to the 
Royal Mausoleum at Frogmore in 
Windsor Great Park about half a 
mile south of Windsor Castle. 

Victoria was laid to rest alongside 
him on her death in 1901. Few out- 


siders have been allowed into the 
St George’s vault. About 70ft long 
and 28ft wide, it is said to have 
room for 32 bodies on each side, 
with 12 low tombs in the middle 
for sovereigns. 

Others buried there _ include 
George III’s wife Queen Charlotte, 
and Queen Victoria’s father the 
Duke of Kent. 

Princess Margaret, who died in 
2002, was cremated and her ashes 
were initially placed there, before 
being moved to the George VI 
memorial chapel with her parents’ 
coffins when the Queen Mother 
died a few weeks later. 

The princess wanted to be 
cremated because she found the 
alternative royal burial ground at 


Frogmore too “gloomy”. George VI 
died in 1952, but was first interred 
in the main royal vault and moved 
to the memorial chapel when it 
was built. 

It was the first structural addi- 
tion to the exterior of St George’s 
since it was completed in 1528. 

In March 1969, George VI’s coffin, 
still covered by the Royal Standard 
that had been used at his funeral, 
was taken from the royal vault and 
buried at the memorial chapel. 

And now, no place could be 
more fitting for Britain’s longest- 
serving monarch, who poignantly 
planned every last detail of the 
chapel — just as she has for her 
own funeral.

The days of mourning we_ have 
witnessed prove that he rules a 
nation deeply proud of their 
previous monarch, a woman of 
sub-stance who touched hearts 
across the world. 

Her Majesty’s size four shoes will 
be hard enough to fill as it is. 

But the odds of King Charles 
ranking among our greatest mon- 
archs are further stacked against 
him for the simple reason: He is not 
a woman. 

The three rulers that Britain has 
dubbed its finest were: His mother, 
Victoria and the first Elizabeth. 

One virgin queen, one grieving 
widow, one faithful wife. 

Obviously, the longevity of each 
reign was a factor. 

Elizabeth II, reaching her Plat- 
inum Jubilee, eclipsed  Victoria’s 
record of 63 years, seven months 
and two days, while Elizabeth I’s 
mere 44 years is some way down 
the list. 

But they each provided continuity 
during periods of immense change. 

Elizabeth I presided over a golden 
age of literature — think Shakes- 
peare and Marlowe — and the 
defeat of the Spanish Armada 
(though the wind and waves 
had more to do with it than 
she). 

She settled the Church of 
England into a moderate 
form of Protestantism that 
Puritans and _ Catholics 
equally hated but could 
mostly stomach. 

On her watch, Martin 
Frobisher and Humphrey 
Gilbert set out to discover 
the Northwest Passage — the 
seaway linking the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans — and 
explore the Americas. 


Age of inventions 


Economic prosperity followed, 
from the liberation of Spanish 
treasure and expanding trade. 


And she did not pursue the 
historical dead-end of lost lands in 
France, as her father, Henry VIII, 
had done. 

Victoria’s was an age of prosperity, 
innovation and of inventions — the 
bicycle, the telegraph, anaesthetic, 


the internal combustion engine. 

There were advances in workers’ 
welfare and education, and _ the 
extension of voting rights. 

Above all, she presided over the 
massive expansion of the British 
Empire. 

Over the 19th century, the empire 
grew by ten million square miles 
and 400million people. 

By the time of her death in 1901 it 
covered a fifth of the Earth’s 
surface. Once, this was thought a 


good thing. 
By contrast, the reign of our 
late Queen was a_ time _ of 


decolonisation. The British welfare 
system and NHS were in_ their 
infancy. Over her 70 years, Britain 
joined and left Europe; our society 
became multicultural; feminism 
made inroads; and homosexuality 
was decriminalised. 

Enormous advances were made in 
science, technology and medicine — 
Her Majesty came to the throne 
before the space age and endured 
into the digital age. 


All three women came to the 
throne by chance. 
Elizabeth I would not have 


acceded to the throne in 1558 had 
Katherine of Aragon’s son by Henry 
VIII survived, had Henry not 
reinserted his daughter into the line 
of succession before his death, had 
her younger half-brother and elder 
half-sister not died childless. 
Elizabeth II, meanwhile, only came 
to the throne because, famously, her 


uncle, Edward VIII, abdicated to 
marry the twice-divorced Wallis 
Simpson. 

His brother Albert reluctantly 


acceded as King George VI, making 
his eldest daughter, Lilibet, next in 
line. Victoria’s journey to the throne

At her 
birth in May 1819 she was fifth in 


line. Had her’ mother fallen 
pregnant again with a son, he would 
have trumped her. 

But her father, Edward, Duke of 
Kent, died eight months after her 
birth. Six days later, his father, 
George III, also died. 

When George IV came to the 
throne in 1820 he was estranged 
from his wife, Caroline of 
Brunswick, and their only child, 
Princess Charlotte, had died. 

That led to competition among 
Victoria’s uncles — few of whom 
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were in officially recognised 
marriages — to produce an heir. 

The eldest, Frederick, died within 
seven years. By George IV’s death, 
only William IV was left. 

At 64, he became the oldest new 
king in British history before our 
present monarch. He had no heir 
because all his surviving eight 
children were illegitimate. On his 
death, Victoria became Queen. 

Each queen was met by a wave of 
enthusiasm: All were young — 
Victoria was 18 and both Elizabeths 
25 years old.

1550s, 1830s and 1950s, they 
were all underestimated -—_ but 
expectations set low can easily be 
surpassed. 

Elizabeth I used it to her 


advantage. She described herself to 
the House of Commons as “being a 
woman, wanting both wit and 
memory”. And she later boasted that 
though she had the body “of a weak 
and feeble woman”, she had “the 
heart and stomach of a king, and a 
king of England too!” 

Elizabeth I, as the historian 
Christopher Haigh wrote, founded 
her reign on two illusions: That she 


MONARCHS HAVE 


had taken over after a period of 
chaos and instability, and that she 
brought harmony: 

In the eyes of writers of the day 
such as the martyrologist John Foxe, 
the fact that she was not a Catholic 
and married to a foreigner, as her 
half-sister Mary had been, counted 


for a lot. Victoria, too, was the 
antithesis of what had come before 
— George IV and his wicked 
brothers. 


George’s obituary in The Times in 
July 1830 said, “There never was an 
individual less regretted by _ his 
fellow creatures”, and defied its 
readers to find a single tear to shed 
for him. 

The queens shared the quality of 
being relatively tolerant in religion, 
taking counsel and not pressing too 
heavily for reforms to the status of 
women (Victoria had no sympathy 
for suffragettes). Despite her

Prince Albert had been the real 
political mover, but when he died, 
she clung to sole power, refusing to 
allow her son, Bertie, Prince of 
Wales, access to state papers. 

She blamed him for Albert’s death 
(the couple had been shocked to 
learn that their son had consorted 
with a prostitute in Ireland). 

What she did allow Bertie to be, 
while she hid away, was the de- 
facto head of London societ: 

As such, he became her lightning 
rod and scapegoat. 

For the late Queen, the Duke of 
Edinburgh was always, as she said, 
“her strength and her stay”. 

We have inherited the idea that 
Elizabeth I and Victoria were great. 

But at the time of Elizabeth I’s 
death in 1603, as Bishop Goodman 
later commented: “The people were 
generally very weary of an old 
woman's government.” 

It was when the following Stuart 
kings proved so disappointing that 
men looked back to Elizabeth as the 
paragon of all virtues. 

For Victorians, the reflection of 
their own queen in Elizabeth I 
meant that they stressed her role in 
the foundation of the empire: 
Elizabeth’s story became the story of 
Raleigh and Drake. 

What went less observed was how 


the Queen’s man, Captain John 
Hawkins, became, in 1562, the first 
known’ Englishman to include 


enslaved Africans in his cargo. 
Victoria’s reign has been charac- 


terised as an age of industrial 
expansion, economic progress and 
peace. 


But the illusion of Pax Britannica 
— the 99-year period of relative 
peace in Europe’ between _ the 
Napoleonic Wars and the outbreak 
of the World War One — disguises 
the fact that Victorian Britain was 
nearly continually at war, just not 
on home soil. 

The Crimean War — think of the 
Charge of the Light Brigade — was 
immensely popular, while the 
expansion of Britain’s Empire meant 
near continual, bloody warfare. 


Torture camps 


Putting down a rising in Jamaica 
in 1865, the governor Edward Eyre 
said “the retribution had been so 
prompt and so terrible that it is 
likely never to be forgotten”. 

Enrichment of the mother country 
involved brutal subjugation of 
colon-ial subjects. 

Victoria was declared Empress of 
India in 1877 — a title she loved — 
after severe reprisals following the 
Indian War of Independence of 1857, 
including blowing rebels from 
cannons. 

We now know that the violence of 
empire continued into Elizabeth II’s 
reign — horrific torture camps were 
used, for example, against the Mau 
Mau in Kenya in the 1950s. 

With a _ strange understanding 
of what constitutional monarchy 
means, some American comment- 
ators seem to consider her an 
international war criminal because 
of such brutal actions by the British 
Government in Africa. 

However, there is no evidence that 
the Queen knew about the violence. 
She certainly would not have 
approved. 

What was important to her, and 
what she was largely responsible for, 
was the Commonwealth, which seeks 


to amplify the voice of poorer 
nations. 

The Commonwealth led the 
condemnation of racial discrim- 


ination in the 1960s and 1970s in the 
Singapore Declaration of Common- 
wealth Principles, and it campaigned 
for debt relief for developing 
countries in the 1980s and 1990s. 

In Elizabeth II, we really did have 
a great queen — a queen who could 
not change policies but could 
change minds. 

Her authority, humour, profession- 
alism and discretion, combined with 
a warm heart and a steely nerve, 
were the keys to her success. 

Of all our queens, she may have 


had the least constitutional, but the 
most personal power. 

Having watched her in action for 
so long, that is undoubtedly some- 
thing the King already knows.

THE QUEEN was never happier than 
when she was around horses. 

During her glorious 70-year reign, 
the sport of racing and the world of 
breeding was a passion that allowed 
her some respite from the serious stuff. 

It was a love shared with her subjects until 
the very end. 

Indeed, if she hadn’t been Queen, she 
would surely have loved nothing more than 
to have been a racehorse trainer. 

And she would have made a great one. 

At any spare moment, she would pore over 
the form and study bloodlines of her horses. 

Nothing got past her — on or off the track. 

Whether Her Majesty was with a trainer, 
fellow breeder or jockey, she was always 
most at ease around those in the sport. 

On a rare occasion, even just slightly, she 
could let her hair down. 

She was known to crack a joke and would 
enjoy mimicking accents of her trainers 
when she spoke to them on the phone. 

Many stars ran in her famous purple, red 
and gold silks over the decades. 

Royal Ascot winners like Estimate and 
Classic heroine Dunfermline were the stand- 
outs. And she took great pleasure when one 
of her horses won abroad, calling Major Dick 
Hern and jockey Joe Mercer “warriors” after 
Highclere won the French Oaks in 1974. 

But she loved her lowly handicappers as 
much as she did her Group 1 superstars. 

At the time of her passing, Her Majesty 
had a total of 43 horses in training. 

These are stabled with trainers across the 
country over both the jumps and on the Flat. 

Those closest to her racing operation will 
today attend her funeral and have already 
paid emotional tributes to her. 

Her Majesty first sat on a horse at the age

Royal Stud at Sandringham in Norfolk. 
From that moment her love of horses, her 

breeding empire and racing — not to mention 


George VI died in 1952, inherited the 


her wicked sense of humour — became a 
lifelong passion, something that shines 
through best in her own words. 
Her Majesty’s earliest racing memories: 
“I suppose I first became interested 
in racing during the war, when my 
father had leased Big Game and Sun 
Chariot from the National Stud. My 
father took me down to Beckhampton in 1942 
to see them working, which I’d never seen 
before, and I was able to pat them in the 
stable afterwards. I had never felt the satiny 
softness of a thoroughbred before. It’s a won- 
derful feeling.” 
The Queen loved horses but was soon 
hooked on racing, especially the Classics, 
such as on this visit to Newmarket in 1946, 
watching her father’s homebred filly: 
“Hypericum was a typical daughter 
of Hyperion, some of whose fillies

were absolute devils. She 
charged the tapes before the 1,000 
Guineas and disappeared into the car park. I 
was there as a very young girl and it was a 
source of terrible excitement. She was caught 


and brought back, and of course, the 
extraordinary thing was, she then won.” 
The Queen would surely have loved the 


time to go racing more often, as she proved 
with a joke here: 

“Were it not for my Archbishop of 
Canterbury I should be off in my plane 
to Longchamp every Sunday.” 

The Queen left no stone unturned 

when it came to breeding the best: 

“My philosophy about racing is sim- 
ple: I enjoy breeding a horse that is 
faster than other people’s. I enjoy going 
racing but basically I love horses.” 

She came mightily close — and runner-up 
Carlton House SHOULD have won when 
beaten just a length into third behind Pour 
Moi in 2011 — but Her Majesty never real- 
ised her Epsom Derby dream: 

“A thoroughbred epitomises a really 
good horse to me. My particular hope 
for the future, like all breeders of

Her Majesty’s humour was on display once 

more on a visit to Richard Hannon’s stables: 
“It’s one of the few places I go that 
doesn’t smell of fresh paint!” 

As ever, The Queen took her high- 
profile defeats in the best possible 

manner. Aureole ran in the Derby just four 
days after she was crowned: 

“It was very exciting to have a horse 
so soon as an owner to run in the 
Derby but Aureole ruined his chance 
in the parade. And one shouldn't really 

be sad not to win because Sir Gordon Rich- 
ards won his Derby at last.” 

The Queen was quick to put her beloved 
Philip in his place after he said her horses 
looked too thin at lan Balding’s stable: 

“If you did but know it, that is how a 
fit racehorse should look!” 

Her Majesty’s most famous racing 
manager was arguably Lord Porchester, 

the Earl of Carnarvon. ‘Porchey’, as_ the 
Queen called him, would talk to her daily 
about racing and the Royal Stud: 

“My racing manager and I

and the influence of the past is. We have 
had a lot of fun out of it. And now, having 
put him in charge, we have even more argu- 


ments and even more fun.” 

You simply can’t say The Queen didn’t love 
the sport. Here she wrote to jockey Joe 
Mercer after he steered her homebred High- 
clere home in front in the 1974 1,000 Guin- 
eas at Newmarket: 

“For once I don’t remember much 
about the race, owing to the excite- 
ment, but I do know that a homebred 
Guineas winner has given me more 

pleasure than anything for a long time.” 

Her Majesty welcomed back trainer Dick 
Hern and jockey Joe Mercer for a _ celebra- 
tion at Windsor Castle after Highclere won 
the Prix de Diane in France: 

“Come in, my warriors.” The Queen 
then led them indoors for dinner with 
the Duke of Edinburgh, Princess Mar- 
garet and Lord Mountbatten. Taking 

pride of place on the table was the gold Prix 
de Diane trophy they had just won for her. 

Estimate’s glorious win in the Gold Cup at 
Royal Ascot in 2013 was not only one of 
her racing highlights but also one of the 
great sporting moments. The pictures of her 
celebrating covered the front and back 
pages of newspapers around the _ world. 
Royal Ascot won’t be the same without her: 

“Thanks to their hard work, we can 
look forward to many years of racing 
in a world-class environment. Ascot is 
a special place.” 

The Queen was proud of the Royal blood- 
lines and would rarely go to the sales. How- 
ever there was one important exception to 
her rule: 

“I don’t normally buy yearlings except 
to get a new family. I once went to 

& Doncaster sales and I fell in love with 
a yearling filly who became the dam of 
Canisbay, who won the Eclipse 

Sy Stakes for me.”

Unpaid staff 
on the brink 
at Warriors

FUMING Worcester staff are 
ready to down tools and force 
the club to cancel matches if the 


Sixways shambles continues. 

Most employees are on the verge of 
walking out — threatening Saturday’s 
home clash with Newcastle. 

They have only been paid up to 65 
per cent of their August money, with 
some getting nothing. 

The confusion continued as Warriors 
lost to Exeter and owners Jason Whit- 
tingham and Colin Goldring claimed in 
a statement that they were on the 
verge of offloading the crisis club. 

This home Premiership clash was 
only on because staff worked through 
the night last Thursday to tick all the 
medical boxes needed by the RFU, 
with no direction from their bosses. 

Backroom employees gave up their 
time to get the game on. 

But email systems were down and 
fans were urged to bring cash in case 
the electronic card payment terminals 
did not function. 

And it emerged rubbish bins were 
only taken away on Saturday thanks to 
Bromsgrove Council after refuse bills 
remained unpaid. 

The mood among staff was that 
enough was enough. Staging the game 
against Exeter was a sign of their 
loyalty to the club — but if they are not 
paid up this week, that is it. 

There is a legitimate bid for the club 
on the table but Goldring and Whit- 
tingham are thought to want too much 
from any buyer, who would also have 
to swallow about £25million of debt.

It was the first match Queen Elizabeth II 
attended and came exactly one month before 
her Coronation — the game being played on 
May 4 and her official crowning on June 4. 

Today the nation and world mourns as the 
Queen’s state funeral takes place in London 
from Ilam. 

But her interaction with Sir Stan is just 
one example of how she touched the football 
community during her astonishing 70-year 
reign. 

Matthews mesmerised the 100,000 crowd — 
including Her Majesty — who packed into 
Wembley to see his incredible trickery on the 
right wing. He set up Stan Mortensen’s

second goal of his hat-trick, as well as Bill 
Perry’s winner three minutes into stoppage 
time. It was third time lucky for Blackpool 
and Matthews, who lost to Manchester United 
(1948) and Newcastle (1951). 

Jean (right), 83, told SunSport: “It was just 
so emotional for us as a family. 

“Each time I see clips from the game, it 
brings back wonderful, emotional memories. 

“I was there with my mother and two 
grandmothers. We were all sat with the rest 
of the spectators, as this was before the days 
they sat players’ families together. 

“We had all given up and thought this was 
going to be a third final of heartache — but

what unfolded was terrific. It was so emo- 
tional my mother’s mum almost fainted and 
someone had to give her brandy!” 

The Queen had been on the throne for 15 
months and was only 27. 

But already she had captured the hearts of 
the nation and Jean remembers how thrilled 
her father was to receive his medal from Her 
Majesty. 

She said: “He was so proud to get his 
medal from the Queen, who congratulated 
him on his achievement.” 

The 1953 final was famously the first to be 
televised live in its entirety and was a TV 
dress rehearsal for the Queen’s Coronation 


that followed. Back then, there were only day 
three million TV sets in the country — yet remet 
the match drew an audience of 10m. occas 
Jean explained: “Because not so many peo- pa Os 
ple had TVs, they would cram into someone’s dad | 
house to watch the final, as they did in even make 
greater numbers for’ the 
coronation.” 
Indeed, the FA Cup final 
was soon eclipsed by the 


Coronation which drew an 
amazing UK TV audience of 
27m. 

Matthews — who incredibly 
played in the top flight until 
the age of 50 with Stoke — 
went on to meet the Queen 
on a number of occasions 
with the proudest moment of 


all coming when he was knighted at Buck-_ starte 
ingham Palace in 1965, shortly before his over 
retirement.
